REMARKS 



Claims 1, 6-8, 10, 19-20, 22, 27-28, 30, 32, 34-35, 37-39, 41, 43 and 45-53 have 
been amended to better recite Applicants' claimed invention. Claims 1, 3-22, 24-43 and 
45-53 remain pending in the application. Reconsideration is respectfully requested in 
light of the following remarks. 

Section 103fa) Rejections : 

The Examiner rejected claims 1, 6, 7, 9, 22, 26-29, 31, 43 and 45 under 35 U.S.C. 
§ 103(a) as being unpatentable over Ruehle et al. (U.S. Patent 6,552,428) (hereinafter 
"Ruehle") in view of Germscheid et al. (U.S. Patent 6,782,425) (hereinafter 
"Germscheid"), claims 10, 11, 16-19, 21, 32, 33, 37-40, 42, 47, 48, 51 and 52 as being 
unpatentable over Ruehle in view of Chan et al. (U.S. Patent 6,505,300) (hereinafter 
"Chan"), claims 8, 30 and 46 as being unpatentable over Ruehle and Germscheid and in 
further view of Wang (U.S. Patent 7,120,863), claims 20, 41 and 53 as being 
unpatentable over Ruehle and Chan and in further view of Wang, claims 3-5, 24 and 25 
as being unpatentable over Ruehle and Germscheid and further in view of Chan, and 
claims 12-15, 34-36, 49 and 50 as being unpatentable over Ruehle and Chan and further 
in view of Germscheid. Apphcants respectfully traverse these rejection for at least the 
following reasons. 

The independent claims have been amended to recite generating a computer 
programming language object from a data markup language representation of the object, 
as agreed between the Examiner and Applicants' undersigned attorney in a telephone 
conversation on March 26, 2008. In the telephone conversation on Tuesday, March 26, 
2008 between the Examiner and Apphcants' undersigned attorney, it was agreed that this 
amendment would overcome the current rejection. 

Additionally, claims 22, 32, and 43-53 have been amended as suggested by the 
Examiner to avoid potential § 101 issues.
